but the character scarcely suits him. In this last burletta, as in the Ifttle comedy 
of 44 Court Favor,” all must admire the extreme elegance and propriety of the 
costume of Madame Vestris. It has never been surpassed on our stage, and wc 
almost look for a corresponding change in the prevailing fashions of the day, even 
though wc have to go back two centuries for the originals. 

But, notwithstanding the unbounded admiration won by this lady in every part 
she has yet attempted, it is not to be disguised that her popularity is, upon the 
whole, confined to the judicious few. The public, generally, do not evince any 
enthusiasm in her cause, though they never before have li.nl such an actress in her 
lino among them. Nay, it is more than rumored, that the parlies as nearly con¬ 
cerned m this matter as the public, arc not a little discontented, and openly avow 
their intention, however they may be satisfied with Gotham, never to trust them¬ 
selves “ in the provinces ” again. 

All things considered, wc are not surprised at this; yet, so far as New York is 
concerned, wc think there is little cause for being dissatisfied. No two candidates | 
for popularity and patronage ever acquired more of both than has been bestowed 
on the Mathewses, in proportion to the amount of the novelties, and variety of their 
entertainments. Indeed, as for ourselves, we have been more pleased to remark 
the warm admiration they have excited, to see their houses so large and fashion¬ 
able, than surprised that these houses have not been more crowded and more bril¬ 
liant. We fancy this opinion prevails among all old “ play-goers,” and we state 
the fact in commendation, not only of tho merits of these very clever artists, but 
of the liberal disposition of tiic patrons of 44 old Drury.” 44 fine Hour,” and 
“ Patter versus Clatter,” are the only novelties we remember, for the 44 Barrack 
Room,” *• Swiss Cottage,” “Court Favor,” and the “Loan of a Lover,” had 
been given to us by Miss Trek and the Kf.ki.eys, and so well, too, that the pub¬ 
lic were disinclined to renounce its early impressions,—that in either instance 
they could not Ik* surpassed. 

Perhaps tho discontent arises from the suspicion that they are not sufficiently 
appreciated, and that the Vestris does not excite the same admiration as in Lon¬ 
don. Now, nothing short of an angel of light could have filled entirely the pub¬ 
lic anticipations. Our ears had been filled for a long time with descriptions of her 
person, and her surprising talents, by those who had witnessed her brilliant suc¬ 
cess for a series of years, and who threw into their glowing recital the sum of her 
achievements during her whole career, all of which we more than half expected 
to have realized to our senses in the single exhibitions of an evening. Of course 
there was a partial disappointment. The case is by no means a new one, and was 
predicted by many. 

Suppose similar circumstances attendant on our best actor. Suppose Pi.acide 
were to appear before a London audience in some half dozen mere farces, how 
improbable is it that any of his auditory would imagine that that excellent comedian ! 
was the beau ideal of the military Charles XII —that ho was unsurpassed in 1 
Pumpohno —equally great as the pathetic Michael Perm —that he played the Fat 
liny as well as the Nervous Man, and the impudent 44 Tiger” of a man of fashion 
as well as Sir Peter Teazle. 

Yet an enthusiastic American, with the recollection of all these representa¬ 
tion?. fresh in his memory, would speak of him in terms that could not be realized 
in a foreign theatre before a twelvemonth of hard labor. So it has been, m a 
measure, with the subjects of our notice, and so it ever must be with all. The 
remedy, if any be required, is in their own hands. If there be any want of due 
appreciation, vary the parts so as to devclope new powers, and awaken a deeper 
in:ere»t If there bcanv languishment, felt or anticipated, multiply the attractions 
—give us novelties—get up a brilliant affair. In another quarter, such things are 
the order of the day, and it would be an anomaly in the annals of the Drama, if 
an obstinate pcrsistance in a “thrice told tale ” should succeed against an untiring 
endeavor to meet the public taetc for novelty and variety. 

The National. —There is not a more striking characteristic of the theatrical 
ta^tc of modern times than the passion for witnessing public dancing. Every 
cipiial of Europe boasts of its favorite dancer, and nations seem almost ready to 
couch lance and spear in defence of their nonpareils. This prevailing tasie is fast 
crainin" uround on this side the Atlantic, and although, as vet, wc have not seen 
any one of those paragons who have so touched the sensibilities ol half of Eu¬ 
rope, still Cki.kstk, Augusta, and Lbcositte have rendered the dance so popular, j 
that it must soon be worth the attention of Managers to take some measures to 
give us this delightful entertainment in all i*s perfection. We took the liberty, 
when the Manager of the National was on the eve of embarking for Europe, to sug¬ 
gest in our columns how valuable an acquisition he would find in a complete corps 
dc ballet, headed by a lady of unquestionable abilities, and wc were gratified to 
learn from him, while abroad, that he had been fortunate enough to secure, as he 
believed, what he so much desired—a full French company; a circumstance wc 
did not fail to announce with such flourish of trumpets as was then available. On 
Monday last this company appeared for the first time before a New Y ork au¬ 
dience. A house crammed to the ceiling gave them a substantial welcome, and 
all seemed determined to be pleased. We were first presented with a corps of 
fourteen young things very neatly attired, and apparently well drilled in tho bal¬ 
let, but alas ! that our hand should re cord it, fo mortally ugly in form and feature, 
and so graceless in action, that they gave the enthusiastic audience an absolute 
ague. And here we beg pardon of all those gallant bachelors we sent to the 
Theatre, by hinting there were among the corps some “ perfect loves .” We 
heard there were such, and we hoped it true. W hy it should have been thought 
expedient to import any thing of this sort, is past our comprehension. In the 
most remote street in our city can be picked up in ten minutes’ walk, a dozen girls 
entirely their superiors in every thing that fits them for becoming graceful dancers ; 
besides, we will risk our judgment on the assertion that you cannot pass the same 
number of the grisettes of this city without seeing at least two beauties, and half 
a dozen very fine specimens of their class, though the rest will probably be “no 
where.” But we will dwell on this feature no longer, for in reality it is not of 
prime consequence, save that it would have beeu found no detriment, we imagine, 
had the manager’s agent had half an eye, at least, to beauty and grace, in making 
his selections. 

Mute and cold as were the audience to this charmless group, it was evident every 
one hoped the brilliant debut of tho first dancer would dissipate the gloom, and 
spread smiles upon faces now sad with disappointment. T his grateful duty de¬ 
volved on Millie Stephan. She came down the stage with an easy step, pre¬ 
senting a very pretty figure and face, and received with some degree of grace the 
salutations of the house. The dancing was renewed, and for a moment we 
thought she would achieve the highest object of her hopes, but it was out of the 
question. It was impossible, with her feeble powers, t > attain any cons deration • 
a*> a first rate dancer before a:i audience accustomed 10 the. brilliancy of Lc e?tc— ! 
the grace of Augusta, and the matchless power of L( comic Just nstiisopi-j 
n on was bcitg manifested in the ominous silmcc of thu assembly, Md lc Sic- 


p’lan fell, but caught and saved herself with so much adroitness, that she proceed¬ 
ed with the warm sympathy of the house in her favor, when, in the midst of her 
greatest exertions, she again slipped and fell prostrate upon the stage, and so vio¬ 
lently, that there was cause for apprehending the most serious injury. But like 
a true French woman, she soon limped her way on the stage again, and received 
the deafening plaudits of a commisscrating house, and with a resolution most as¬ 
tonishing, she continued the dance, without betraying a symptom of the pain it 
must have given her, until she attempted to retire, when she sunk under the effort 
into the arms of her friends. By Thursday evening, she was so far recovered ae 
to go on again in a ballet entitled “ La Deliverance des Grecs.” Though nothing 
occurred on that night to mar the general performance, and though the house was 
indulgent, and applauded warmly throughout, yet we saw no occasion to change 
the opinion we have above expressed, as to the inferiority of Mdlle. Stephan to 
either of her immediate predecessors. Nor do wc believe that any exertion of 
the management of a friendly press, can force this troupe into an abiding populari¬ 
ty. We state this with extreme reluctance, for we have ever been anxious that 
this first enterprise of securing a permanent corps dc ballet for the New York 
stage should be entirely successful. Had it proved successful at the National, it 
would soon have been followed up at the other establishments. But notwith¬ 
standing this inauspicious commencement, we are firm in the belief, that in no surer 
way can either house minister to the pleasure of the town, and secure favor and 
emolument to itself, than by consulting liberally the growing taste of the public 
for the ballet. 

On the evenings of Tuesday and Wednesday, when from the effect of her ac¬ 
cident, Mdlle. Stephan was unable to appear, we had the opera of “ Amilie ” re¬ 
peated, and the full houses, and the silence with which they listened for the thir¬ 
teenth and fourteenth times, to this long opera, evinced conclusively the strong 
hold it has taken upon the public. Let the management but persevere in bring¬ 
ing out good operas in the same style with Amilie, and the receipts of the house, 
and the improved character of the audiences, will amply reward its enterprise. 
Again will we express the hope that we may hear “ La Dame Blanche,” at this 
theatre, before the expiration of the season. 

The citizens of Cincinnati are about giving a grand festival benefit to James 
Thorne, Esq., (Scott & Thorne), the junior manager of the National Theatre in 
that city. The committee comprises the most distinguished citizens of the fair 
Queen of the West, the list being headed with the names of His Honor the 
Mayor and Gen. Robt. T. Lyltle. 

Ludlow and Smith open the Mobile Theatre for the season on Monday next. 
14 Old Sol” flourished away as editor of the “ Commercial Advertiser ” on the 
20lb ult. It seems he bought into this paper for §26,000, and having sold out, 
resolved to be the Autocrat of its columns “ for one day only by special request,” 
Wc shall try to give a taste of his quality in our next. 

M iss Clifton is adding new chaplets to her fame nightly, by the personation at 
our theatre of some of the finest characters in the modern drama. Her admirable 
performance of Constance, in the Love Chase, Marianna, in The Wife, and Pau¬ 
line, in the Lady of Lyons, delighted every one present. Her conception of the 
fine parts of the plays displayed all the variety and truth which gave us the high 
opinion we have entertained of her dramatic skill since her first appearance upon 
our boards. Truly may wc boast of American genius while so bright a star as 
Miss Clifton shines amongst us.

He was much ridiculed for some of 
the expermienta he instituted in relation to refraction , and the properties of sub- 
,Alices having the power to transmit and reflect the rays of light. He was rc- 
-eatedlv told that his experiments had been made a thousand times over by others, 
^.,1 that the known properties of all those substances, as well as certain inechani- 
obstacles, forbid the expectation of any improvement in this department of 
nechamcal philosophy, and that the human eye was already deriving all the aid !

The Spigeliatores, found in Spige- 
lia, or Carolina pink-root, would crawl after and waylay the largest rermiculares, 
cut them in pieces, and mangle them as deer do snakes that they meet with in 
the woods, i lie aniinalcula; formed in the blood of jicrsons laboring under bilious 
fever, when brought into contact with Lobeliares, instead of fighting, made love 
to each other, and produced an offspring very similar to Typoidcs, thus indicating 
the cause of bilious fever degenerating into typhus fever. And Hybrid am male u Ice, 
it is thus evident, may account for the complicated character of many diseases. 
1 he most remarkable aniinalcula; yet discovered in the blood of human beings, are 
those generated by ague and fever. The males are white cold-blooded creatures, 
very torpid ; the females are red and active aniinalcula*. Both are maimed and 
wounded, and frequently killed dead by the grimnales and arscnictorcs ; but the 
latter must be used with great caution, as they will often leave these auimalcular 
to attack larger game. How soon one important discovery leads to others, and 
how intimate are the relations of science. Who would have imagined that the 
experiments of Hans Esten on light, heat, and refraction, would have issued in 
the construction of so valuable a dioptric instrument, or that by its powerful aid 
Dr. Zollicoff would have so much advanced onr knowledge of the nature, causes, 
and cures of diseases! Yet wc know that the most unexpected results often fol¬ 
low what we at first deem slight discoveries and improvements in the arts and 
sciences. The career of Sir Humphrey Davy, and the whole history of Pneumatic 
chemistry, demonstrate the truth of these observations. The construction of the 
safety lamp has preserved many valuable lives, but not a tythe of those whom Van 
E>ten’s microscope will rescue from the ravages of the most loathsome and deadly 
diseases. 

Some curious analogies, which 1 have not remembered, were disclosed by the 
examination of the Pedieulus and the aniinalcula* living on him. Man, on whom 
he lives, has but two legs : he has six. The animalcula: Pcdccclli have eighteen. 
Nature has given to men no antennae, or horns. To them they are only accidental 
appendages, and may be one or more pair. The pcdiculna has uniformly one pair, 
while the pedecelli have no constant number: some have one, some half a dozen 
pair of antennae. But it is remarkable that the females, like those of onr own 
epecica, have none at all. A conceited young Englishman who witnessed some 
of Dr. ZollieotFa experiments on the Cyprickatores, or aniinalcula; of lues veneris, 
and on the Psora, or itch ammalculae, proposed for them some fantastic names . 
for the Cyprickatores, he proposed Pansii bellatores : for the Mercurialea, that 
prey on and destroy them, Vindicca Gallici; and for the Psora amici, Tartam , 
and for the Sulphures, that kill them, Orpheii Scettici, or Scotch fiddles. But Dra. 
\ an Esten and Zollicoff at once rejected the idle appellations, the latter remark¬ 
ing in the true spirit of the age, that general terms, like general truths, ought to 
have no allusion to national partialities, or individual or sectional pleasures. T re¬ 
late this anecdote merely to illustrate the elevated character of modern philosophy, 
aa it is displayed in the conduct of its most distinguished votaries. How often 
accidental circumstances advance the cause of science, and assist m carrying on 
the investigations of those who arc searching for truth. Instances of this are of¬ 
ten mentioned in the biographies of distinguished men Columbus himself would 
have been baffled in the most daring and fortunate enterprise ever undertaken by 
man but by the occurrence of accidents, w hich quieted his crew, and enabled him 
to continue his voyage across the trackless waves of the Atlantic. 

An accident happened here a few days ago, which has led to a discovery not 
less interesting than that of Columbus. He discovered a new world of matter, 
Zollicoff has discovered a new world of mind. A young man who waa attending 
the veneering saws in a piano manufactory, was stooping over a saw to adjust 
some machinery, when his hair became entangled in the teeth, and his head was 
whirled round in contact with the saw. The cranium, from a line jU6t above the 
eyes, inclining downwards to the jawbone, with the neck, was severed by the saw, 
w ithout touching the brain. You have seen these veneering saws in our own coun¬ 
try, they revolve with inconceivable velocity, and arc guaged to cut only a certain 
depth. But for the latter circumstance, his brain would have been cut through as 
well as his skull. Dr. Zollicoff was immediately called to the poor fellow. He 
was perfectly in his senses, and said to the Doctor as soon as he entered the room, 
“ Doctor, I know that I must die ; but I have one request to make ®f you : send 
iustantlv for Van Esten’s microscope that they talk so much about, examine my 
brain with it. and let me know, if you can, before I die, if there is any truth m 
Phrenology. It lias troubled my mind much lately, and I do not wish to dtctn 
doubt." The Doctor was having him supported in an upright position, having care¬ 
fully replaced the cap on the top of his head. He was greatly moved by this love of 
knowledge even in the midst of death, and, although reluctantly, complied with his 
request, and an attendant was despatched for the instrument, with a request to Van 
Esten to come quickly. On his arrival, the Doctor said to the young man, “ Per¬ 
haps we ought not to remove the cap—you may suffer pain from the exposure.”— 
“Talk not to me of pain,” said he, “ I will endure that for the sake of science.” 
Seeing that ho was resolved, the Doctor proceeded te remove the cap, observing 
that he could percoiv# no Ixsion of the brain, yet the pulse was feeble and irregu¬ 
lar, and therefore it was necessary immediately to commence the examination. 
The instrument was adjusted over a protuberance of the cerebellum. Nothing 
could exceed our astonishment, said the 1 >octor, on sc ring that it was a living mass 
of aniinalcula*. VVe brought atiotner protuberance within the .scope of the glass. 
It was still the same, yet different in the form, color, general appearance, and 
movements of the aniinalcula.*. All those in every part of the cerebellum that we 
could examine, seemed to he in great confusion, like a swarm of bees when the 
top of their habitation is removed and they are exposed to the light. Iheir move¬ 
ments became more languid, which excited our apprehensions that the poor fellow 
whose head they occupied was about to expire, as wc know how intimately the 
vital powers are connected with this portion of the brain.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE RULES OF THE COURSE. 

Editor of Spirit of the Times , Sir :— 

From various articles which have been published in our sporting periodicals 
within a few years past, it would seem to be a great desideratum in racing if some 
regulations could be introduced into our laws of the course, by which it would be 
the interest of every horse engaged in a race to do his best for each heat. Various 
suggestions for this purpose have been made, such as shortening the distance, di¬ 
vision of purses, dec., none of which appear to meet the approbation of the sport¬ 
ing community generally. 

I think this desirable object might be effected by compelling each horse in starting 
for any heat after the first, to take up the same relative position he had at the ter¬ 
mination of the last heat ran. This appears to be so just a thing, that I am sur¬ 
prised it has not been adopted long ago. 

That it would be impossible to place each horse exactly at the point he was at 
when the leading one came to the score, I am well aware ; but they may be placed 
sufficiently near their relative positions to answer the object in view. 

For this purpose, I would have the space between the winning nnd distance post 
divided into sections, of sixty yards, and a judge placed attach section. Thus, 
in a four mile race, in addition to the winning and distance judges, there wonld be 
three section judges, whose duty it should be to place the horses. 

Such horses as might be between the winning post and the sixty yard stand 
when the leading horse came to the stand, should be permitted to start even with 
the winning horse for the next heat. Those between the sixty and one hundred 
and twenty yard stand, to start at the sixty yard stand. Those between the one 
hundred and twenty, and one hundred and eighty yard stand, to start at the one 
hundred and twenty yard stand. Those between the one hundred and eighty 
ynrd stand and the distance post, to start at the one hundred and eighty yard stand, 
and those behind the distance post to be excluded. 

There should he stands erected for the section and distance judges ; and oppo¬ 
site to each a post, with a groove in it, adapted to receive a flag-staff, which should 
slide up and down in it freely. A strong cord should be extended from the win¬ 
ning stand across the track, immediately over the score, to a post, through a roller 
block at the top of it, thence over the tops of the different section posts, which 
should have roller blocks for the cord to pass through to the distance post, which 
should also be fitted for a flag-staff. 

For each post there should be a flag-staff and suitable flag ; to the lower end of 
the flag-staffs a cord should be attached, and inserted into the grooves with the 
staffs, the other ends of which cords to pass over a roller, and then be attached to 
the main cord. When this main cord is drawn upon at the winning stand, all the 
flags will rise at the same moment; and when released, will all fall simulta¬ 
neously. This cord should be so fastened, that the person who judges at the wix- 
ning stand could detach the end of it with facility the instant the leading horse 
came to the score. The flags opposite the different section judges, and the dis¬ 
tance judges, would all drop at the moment, and there would be very little diffi¬ 
culty in giving each horse his proper place. 

The end of the main cord at the winning stand should be so arranged as to pre¬ 
vent its running out and swaying too much across the track. This could be done 
hv lettin" the cord run a few feet back into the stand, so that when the end of the 
cord was drawn to its proper fastening at the front of the stand, the flags would all 
be sufficiently elevated. 

These flags would also be a good, signal for the horses to start by. After the 
horses had taken their usual rest, and had been called upon to prepare to start, let 
each horse be placed in his proper position, and proclamation made that the horse* 
are to start at the expiration of one, or two minutes, as the case may be, at the 
raising of the flags. When all is in readiness, let the flags be suddenly drawn 
up, and the horses, I have no deubt, would get off at the same instant as well, or 
better, than if they were all to start at one score. 

In this plan there could be no generalship used, except such as would result 
from judicious breeding and good training; and the young and inexperienced 
sportsman could come upon the course with some prospect of success. 

I have no disposition to go into a long disquisition upun the merits of my plan, 
but merely wish to submit my suggestions to the consideration of the different 
Jockey Clubs. _ Yorx.

U( yg; and whilst we laud in every way which it deserves the enterprize of the in¬ 
habitants ol the “ Mates, wc at the same time hope that their energy will operate 
w open the eyes of the breeders of stock in this country, and put them on the 
alert, not to suffer themselves to he driven out of the foreign market by persons 
who, in comparison ol themselves, ought to be but tvros in the breeding, rearing, 
and training ol first-rate horses. The Americans have unquestionably surpassed 
os m the production ol fast trotters. W c have of late years produced nothing, 
tousP * sporting phrase, that “could live on the road with them and n vcn those 
who remember, and have witnessed, the certainly wonderful performances of the 
old Phenomenon mare, the Paddington mare, and inanv other equally good “ bits 
of stuff,” the “ ride-away-trot-away ” nags of the good old days of buckskin 
breeches and jockey boots, must confess their inferiority to the Yankee importa¬ 
tions of later days, and admit the inferiority of their speed, if not their mettle.

Col. Crowell, Gen. Einorv, Hon. Balie Peyton, Gen. Irvine, Col. Wynn, 
Stockton, Col. Btngaman, and a score of other gentlemen. After speaking 
ot thehigh prices paid or offered for first-rate performers, such as Mingo, Boston, 
Dome. B. Peyton, Decatur, Sarah Bladen, etc , the writer remarks to the follow¬ 
ing effect] :— 

••The knowledge of these facts should stimulate English breeders and English 
Montrv gentlemen to exertions irhirh may prevent their being driven from the eon- 
ivunta! mirket by Americans Now that steam navigation across the Atlantic is 
established, it requires but a few days to import stock from Sew York to the 
itm* of continent<il Europe ; and though rnanv ignorant persons are occasionally 
ttwaiiing the sending of first-rate horses from this country to France, Germany, 
Rjssij, Ac., as tending to injure the studs of English sportsmen and breeders ; it 
is clear the continental demand for prime cattle is the very best means to improve 
the breeds and increase the gams of those who arc to supply it, in the same man¬ 
ner as the demand for Manchester goods or Sheffield goods from all parts of the 
world operates to improve the manufacture, and augment the profits of the sup¬ 
pliers, and it would he an eternal disgrace to this country , independently of a great 
commercial loss, if the trade in this article were to be snatched out of our hands by 
■myother nation whatever. It inay be added, in addition to the notice of the high 
prices given for racers, that trotters in the Union still retain their value.” 

The article from which wc have quoted the extracts above is the most impartial 
one relative to the American Turf we have seen in an English journal for several 
rears. It has frequently appeared to us that editors of British sporting periodicals 
were determined to keep their readers in the dark with regard to the American 
Turf, for ‘hough each of them receive this paper regularly, and make copious ex¬ 
tracts from it, they seldom or never quote the time made by our four mile horses. 
Tae account of Laly Cliff den's brilliant performance on Long Island is the only 
tour mile race we have seen alluded to ; and though they acknowledge our trotting 
horses can “ beat into fits” those bred in England, they take very good care never 
to give their time, while everything else here coming under the head of “sport¬ 
ing. they quote with avidity. The idea of shipping horses r rom this country to 
the Continent, and underselling English breeders, is not bad. There s no telling 
*hit brother Jonathan may do when he “ takes a notion.”
